= is, the Holy Scripture ; ind eſpecially, the Srare 
of Chriſtianity, as laid down by Chriſt and his Apoſtles, 
and delivered to us in the Writings of the New Teſta- 
ment; in which the Life of a "Chriſtian, in every 
Part of it, is deſcribed in ſo plain and clear a Manner, 
that none WhO reſolve to make it their Rule of judging, 
can poſhbly believe that the lukewarm State as deſcribed
